REMARKS 

Claim Rejections 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-17 stand rejected under 35 USC § 103 as unpatentable over Levatter (U.S. 
Patent No. 4,891,818). The rejection is respectfully traversed for reasons set forth below. 

Applicant's invention is directed to a bearing apparatus comprising a cylindrical bearing 
sleeve including an inner wall having a first circumferential groove extending therearound. A 
bearing shaft is rotatably located within the bearing sleeve and has a second circumferential 
groove extending therearound. The second groove in the bearing shaft is aligned with the first 
groove in the bearing sleeve. A coil spring in the form of a continuous loop is located within the 
first and second grooves and arranged to rotatably and removably retain the bearing shaft in the 
bearing sleeve.
